becomes a blazing torch and 
a home a raging inferno, 
if proper safeguards are not 
practiced,” said chief of the 
Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire 
Department Leonard Hall. 

Every year fire depart¬ 
ments witness Joy turn^ to 
sadne.ss and disaster when 
common sense niles of fire 
safety are ignored in the 
home or business place,” re¬ 
ported Chief Hall. 

The Chief, in all serious¬ 
ness, gives you these safety 
tips . . . Every year he has 
done so, and it is no telling 
how many lives and homes 
have been saved in Sierra 
Madre. Still some ignore 
them and are caught in the 
web of sadness an(l disaster. 
They are: 

Be sure to purchase ft 
freshly cut tree. Place it in 
water or wet sand after cut¬ 
ting off at least one Inch 
at the bottom, and on an 
angle. Beware of any tree 
wdth brittle or shedd i n g 
needles. Keep water level up 
and sand wet. When water 
absorption stops, immediate¬ 
ly discard the tree as it is 
five times the hazard at this 
point. 

Keep trees away from all 
heat sources such as radia¬ 
tors, heaters, hot air ducts.

TV sets, fireplaces, etc. Heat 
dries out trees and makes 
them a “tinderbox” that will 
lierally explode if they 
catch fire. 

Don’t rely on self-applied 
aerosol sprays or oth e r 
chemical treatment to pro¬ 
tect your tree from fii'e, 
however, if used, only those 
approved by the State Fire 
Marshal arc* recommended. 
Call William Kramer, fire 
inspector, at 355-1414, for in¬ 
formation on approved fire 
retardants. 

Never place your Christ¬ 
mas tree so that it blocks 
or partially blocks any exit. 

Short circuits can cause 
serious fires. Inspect last 
year’s lights closely. If there 
is frayed or worn insulation, 
loose bulb sockets, broken 
plugs or other damage . . . 
don’t risk using it. Replace 
them. 

Buy Christmas lights that 
have been approved by Un- 
dc'iAvrlters’ Laboratory. Ap¬ 
proved lighting has the “UL” 
tag on it. Do not use lightlnqr 
equipment for indoor use, 
outdoors. It is not safe! 
Read labels carefully be¬ 
fore nurcha.se and use. 

When leaving your home 
or going to bed, unplug all 
holiday lighting! 

Use flame - retardant or 
non-combustible decorations. 
Untreated cotton batt i n g, 
flock, tissue paper and some 
foamed plastics catch fire 
ve?v easily. 

When it is time to take the 
tree down, do not, under any 
circumstances, burn it in 


your fireplace. Cut it up In 
four - foot lengths, tie 
and l<»ave for trash pick-up. 

Finally, review with your 
family all exists from your 
home in case of fire and 
know your fire emergency 
number (355-1401). Have it 
posted on your telephone! 
Be sure all young children 
are aware of all escape 
loute and what they should 
do in case of fire. Don’t 
cause an Innocent life to bo 
sivjffod out because you 
failed to instruct them. 

In giving you this expert 
advice and in closing Chief 
Hall says . . . ‘‘The hap¬ 
piest holiday season is one 
that is all fire safe .... 
check .... look .... use 
common sense and you’ll 
avoid a disaster.” And he 
concludes with ‘‘Happiest of 
the Holiday Season is ex¬ 
tended to you by myself and 
the Volunteer Firefighters.”

f The most important gift 
you can give your child this 
year is a safe Christmas, 
says Leonard Hall Fire Chief 
of the Sierra Madre Volun- ' 
teer Fire Chief of the Sierra 
Madre Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment. 

Everything about the holi¬ 
day season is inviting to a 
child and making sure that 
your Christmas decorations 
are not inviting disaster is 
as important as a shiny new 
bike, or a mama doll. 

During the holidays it’s , 
especially important th a t 
children are not left with¬ 
out supervision. According to 
the National Fire Protection 
Association more han 2500 
children die in fires each 
year, and this year could be 
an exception if all of us do 
our part. 

One of the most important 
things you can do for theii' 
safety is to teach them what 
to do in the case of a fire.

wood stork glided slowly 
over the Whittier Narrows 
brush toward the largest of 
the three lakes. 

Skin tingles, neck hairs 
stand on end with excite¬ 
ment at seeing America’s 
only stork. Its beauty is be¬ 
yond description. Through 
the tall dry grass we pursue 
it eagerly. Instantly, a great 
blue heron, upset at our 
haste, pushes off from a 
limb of the eucalptus to 
some unknown perch of 
peace and solitude. Coots and 
ducks scatter across the 
small pond as we make our 
way along its edge, passing 
raccoon tracks in the mud 
and pheasant feathers scat¬ 
tered among the clumpy 
grass. We stop but for a mo¬ 
ment, for it is neither rac¬ 
coon nor presant but stork 
that is uppermost in our 
minds. 

Patience and oalculat e d 
haste pay off, for perched 
quietly on a bare snag of 
a Iree on an island in the 
large pond is our beautiful 
stork, preening in the warm 
rays of Autumn sun!
